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The Intrauterine Device and Pelvic Inflammatory Disease 
Revisited: New Results From the Women’s Health Study 


Women at low risk of acquiring sexually transmitted infections may have little 
increase in the risk of peivic inflammatory disease from use of an IUD. 


A Comparison of Two Antibiotic Regimens for Treatment of 
Pelvic Inflammatory Disease 

The antibiotic combinations of cefoxitin with doxycycline and clindamycin with 
amikacin were both effective in the treatment of patients with clinically diagnosed 
pelvic inflammatory disease.

With or Without Endometriosis 

Peritoneal macrophage production of fibronectin is increased in patients with 
endometriosis, whereas the peritoneal fluid concentration of fibronectin is 
decreased. 


Serum CA 125 Measurements in the Diagnosis of Endometriosis 
Recurrence 


Serum CA 125 measurements can be used to monitor endometriosis recurrence and 
to indicate when laparoscopy should be performed. 


Evaluation of CA 125 Levels in Differentiating Malignant From 
Benign Tumors in Patients With Pelvic Masses 
Serum CA 125 levels greater than 65 U/mL may be considered positive in clinically 


normal women, and values greater than 194 U/mL may differentiate malignant 
from benign pelvic masses. 


The Incidence of Asymptomatic Uterine Anomalies in Women 
Undergoing Transcervical Tubal Sterilization 


The incidence and type of congenital uterine anomalies are reported in women 
undergoing transcervical tubal sterilization using the FEMCEPT device. 


Karyotypes of 1142 Couples With Recurrent Abortion 


Major chromosomal rearrangement was found in 4.8% of 1142 couples with 
recurrent fetal wastage. 


Amniotic Fluid Alpha-Fetoprotein and Acetylcholinesterase in 
Early Genetic Amniocentesis 
Early genetic amniocentesis can be used as an alternative to chorionic villus 


sampling; establishment of normal values for AFP and acetylcholinesterase aids in 
the detection of neural tube defects. 


The Influence of Abnormal Pregnancies on Fluorescence 
Polarization of Amniotic Fluid Lipids 


Fetal lung maturity, estimated by fluorescence polarization of amniotic fluid lipids, 
was enhanced by premature rupture of membranes. 


The Clinical Value of Gas-Liquid Chromatography in the 
Detection of Intra-Amniotic Microbial Invasion 

Gas-liquid chromatographic analysis of amniotic fluid has limited clinical value in 
the prediction of amniotic fluid culture when the Gram stain examination is 
negative. 
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Influence of Short-Term Indomethacin Therapy on Fetal Urine 
Output 


Fetal urine output declined significantly during maternal indomethacin therapy 
and returned to baseline at the completion of therapy. 


Cerebrospinal Fluid Activity of Dynorphin-Converting Enzyme 
at Term Pregnancy 

Reduced enzymatic degradation of opioid peptides at term pregnancy might 
contribute to elevated pain thresholds at delivery. 


External Cephalic Version With Tocolysis: Factors Associated 
With Success 


Only posterior fetal spine and the station of the breech had independent effects on 
the success of external version using tocolysis. 


Human Papillomavirus DNA in Adenosquamous Carcinoma and 
Squamous Cell Carcinoma of the Vulva 


Human papillomavirus DNA was detected in one of 16 cases of adenosquamous 
and five of 36 cases of squamous cell carcinoma of the vulva. 


Condylomatous Carcinoma of the Vulva With Special Reference 
to Human Papillomavirus DNA 


The clinical history, histopathology, and results of HPV DNA hybuidization are 
presented for nine cases of squamous cell carcinoma arising in condyloma 
acuminatum. 


Lichen Planus of the Vulva

Umbilical artery flow velocity waveforms are an effective way to monitor 
pregnancies in women with the lupus anticoagulant.

Fetal echocardiographic signs of congenital endocardial fibroelastosis include 
increased echodensity of the endocardium and left ventricular dilatation.

Urokinase-type plasminogen activator plasma levels are increased in endometrial 
and cervical cancer. 


An Immunoperoxidase Study of Laminin and Type IV Collagen

Laminin is defective around invasive cervical and vulvar cancer, but intact around 
carcinoma in situ and normal epithelium.

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Morning Sickness and Thyroid Function in Normal Pregnancy 


Physiologic activation of the thyroid gland, detected by increased serum free T4 
and decreased TSH, correlated with the severity of morning sickness in early 
pregnancy. 

Amniotic Fluid Cholesteryl Palmitate in Pregnancies 
Complicated by Diabetes Mellitus 


Amniotic fluid cholesteryl palmitate concentration at term was significantly lower 
in pregnancies complicated by diabetes mellitus than in normal pregnancies.

Fetal blood flow is affected by the nicotine ‘~ smoke, and not the carbon 
monoxide; the impact is dose-dependent. 

Search for Human Papillomaviruses in Normal, Hyperplastic, 
and Neoplastic Endometria 


Human papillomavirus DNA was absent in normal and abnormal endometria, 
suggesting that the latter are an unlikely site for HPV infection. 


The Prognostic Importance of Steroid Receptors in Endometrial 
Carcinoma 


A follow-up study of 349 patients with endometrial carcinoma demonstrates the 
prognostic importance of tumor receptor content. 


The Importance of Peritoneal Cytology in Endometrial 
Carcinoma 


Survival was worse in patients with endometrial cancer when peritoneal washings 
contained malignant cells. 


Superficially Invasive Squamous Cell Carcinoma of the Cervix 


Depth of stromal invasion, microscopic lymph-vascular invasion, and degree of 
lateral spread are important histomorphologic variables in evaluating patients with 
superficially invasive cervical squamous cell carcinoma. 


Evaluation of the Role of Second-Look Surgery in Ovarian 
Cancer 


Second-look surgery did not result in improved survival for patients with ovarian 
cancer. 


Mixed Mesodermal Tumors of the Ovary: A Clinicopathologic 
Study of 14 Cases 


Prognosis is grim for mixed mesodermal tumors of the ovary despite current 
therapeutic modalities. 
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Weekly Intramuscular Methotrexate for Nonmetastatic 
Gestational Jrophoblastic Disease 


Treatment of nogmetastatic gestational trophoblastic disease with 30 mg/m? of 
weekly IM meth#trexate in escalated dosages was found to be effective, minimally 
toxic, and cost-effective.

Graves’ disease in a pregnant diabetic woman allergic to propylthiouracil and 
methimazole was successfully treated with a subtotal thyroidectomy, which 
dramatically decreased postoperative insulin requirements.

A woman with adult T-cell leukemia/lymphoma caused by HTLV-I gave birth by 
cesarean section to an uninfected infant.

Johnson syndrome is described. 
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Medical Management of Pheochromocytoma in Pregnancy

In a pregnancy complicated by renal transplantation, no evidence of maternal renal 


compromise or adverse neonatal effect was noted with the use of cyclosporine A 
for immunosuppression. 


Teratogenic Effects of First-Trimester Cyclophosphamide 
Therapy 

First-trimester cyclophosphamide therapy is associated with bilateral absent 
thumbs, low-set ears, cleft palate, and multiple eye malformations. 

Fetal Cloacal Anomalies: Prenatal Sonographic Findings and 
Differential Diagnosis 


Serial ultrasound examinations in fetuses with cloacal anomalies revealed several 
features: transient fetal ascites, bicystic intra-abdominal structure arising from the 
fetal pelvis, oligohydramnios, and impaired fetal growth. 


Early Prenatal Diagnosis of Familial Lipomyelomeningocele 

This report of familial lipomyelomeningocele describes the prenatal diagnosis, 
illustrates the neonatal appearance, and documents the possibility of recurrence in 
a sibling.

Heparin-Induced Cutaneous Necrosis in a Postpartum Patient 
Heparin necrosis, a rare complication of mini-dose heparinization, can be difficult 
to diagnose in the postoperative patient. 

Abdominal Pregnancy After In Vitro Fertilization and Embryo 
Transfer 


We report the first case of an abdominal pregnancy after IVF/embryo transfer in a 
patient with a frozen pelvis due to severe endometriosis and unilateral 
salpingectomy. 

Pregnancy Resulting From Cryopreserved Human Embryos 
Using a One-Step In Situ Dilution Procedure 


A new one-step method for diluting out cryoprotectant solutions from human 
embryos led to an intrauterine pregnancy. 


Nonfatal Disseminated Mucocutaneous Herpes Simplex Type 2 
Infection in a Healthy Woman 


A nonfatal case of disseminated mucocutaneous HSV type 2 infection is described 
in a nonimmunocompromised woman. 


Laparoscopic Management of Fallopian Tube Prolapse 


Fallopian tube prolapse is an unusual but well-described complication of 
hysterectomy; two patients were managed as outpatients by a combined vaginal 
and laparoscopic approach. 


Urinary Retention Secondary to a Gartner’s Duct Cyst 
A female infant had recurrent episodes of urinary retention secondary to a 


Gartner's duct cyst. 


Serum Lactic Dehydrogenase: A Tumor Marker for 
Dysgerminoma 


Elevated levels of serum LDH and isoenzymes LDH-1 and LDH-2 in young women 
with pelvic masses support the diagnosis of dysgerminoma. 


Eaton-Lambert Syndrome as a Harbinger of Recurrent Small- 
Cell Carcinoma of the Cervix With Improvement After 
Combination Chemotherapy 

In a patient with Eaton-Lambert syndrome associated with relapsing small-cell 


carcinoma of the cervix, neurologic symptoms improved with partial tumor 
response to combination chemotherapy.

After vibro-acoustic stimulation, : accelerations of 10 bpm for 10 seconds and 
15 bpm for 15 seconds appear equally predictive of a nonacidotic fetus.

Twenty-five percent of fetal oats were missed by ultrasound alone, but were 
correctly diagnosed by amniocentesis|in pregnancies complicated by high serum

Effects of Natural Menopause, Hysterectomy, and Oophorectomy 
on Lumbar Spine and FemorAl Neck Bone Densities 


Lumbar spine and femoral neck bone| densities were lower in women with 
oophorectomy, but were not correlated with natural menopause. 
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Collegiate Women Athletes With Irregular Menses During 
Adolescence Have Decreased Bone Density 

Among collegiate athletes, a history of irregular menses during adolescence was 
associated with decreased trabecular bone density. 


Hypothalamic-Pituitary-Gonadal Axis in Thalassemic Patients 
With Secondary Amenorrhea 

Iron overload in thalassemic patients may cause both pituitary and gonadal 
damage, leading to secondary amenorrhea. 

Prostaglandin E,-Mediated Suppression of Human Maternal 
Lymphocyte Alloreactivity by First-Trimester Fetal Macrophages 
First-trimester human fetal placental macrophages blocked maternal proliferative 
lymphocyte responses to phytohemagglutinin and alloantigenic determinants. 
Improved Penetration of Spermatozoa Into Uterine Fluids of 
Women With Abnormal Postcoital Tests 

Cervical mucus-uterine fluid cross-penetration of husbands’ and control sperm in 
women with poor or negative postcoital tests demonstrated a better penetration of 
spermatozoa into uterine fluids than into cervical mucus. 

Comparison of Serum CA 125, Clinical Impression, and 
Ultrasound in the Preoperative Evaluation of Ovarian Masses 
The addition of preoperative serum CA 125 determination improves the predictive 
value of both clinical impression and ultrasound examination in patients 
undergoing exploration for an ovarian mass. 


Intermediate Trophoblast in Uterine Curettings in the Diagnosis 
of Ectopic Pregnancy 


In curettage specimens from intrauterine gestations without villi, the presence of 
intermediate trophoblastic cells can be established by identifying the associated 
morphologic features of enlarged hyalinized vessels and/or fibrinoid.

Breast Electrostimulation for the Induction of Labor 
Electrostimulation of the nipples and areolae successfully induced labor in gravidas 
with ripe cervices. 

Fetal Craniofacial Morphometrics: In Utero Evaluation at 16 
Weeks’ Gestation 


Data are presented for the construction of normal curves for multiple parameters of 
fetal craniofacial development; these curves will allow prenatal diagnosis of genetic 
syndromes with abnormal craniofacies.

Reproductive Hormones and Bone Density 
Serum estrogen and gonadotropin concentrations in oligomenorrheic athletes 


differed significantly from those of eumenorrheic athletes and sedentary controls, 
whereas bone density did not. 


Effects of the Dopamine Antagonist Veralipride on Hot Flushes 
and Luteinizing Hormone Secretion in Postmenopausal Women 


The antidopaminergic drug Veralipride induced a more significant decrease in 
subjective hot flushes in postmenopausal women than did placebo.

Sulprostone is safe and effective for cervical ripening before abortion and for 
uterine evacuation, and may be administered either locally or parenterally. 


Outcome of Pregnancy in Patients With Unexplained Elevated 
Or Low Levels of Maternal Serum Alpha-Fetoprotein 709 


Patients with unexplained elevated or low levels of MSAFP had a greater risk of 
adverse pregnancy outcome than did controls. 


A Comparison of Chorionic Villi Sampling and Amniocentesis: 
Acceptability of Procedure and Maternal Attachment to 

Pregnancy 714 
A comparison of women undergoing amniocentesis versus CVS revealed that both 


groups preferred the latter, and that women undergoing CVS showed earlier 
maternal attachment during pregnancy.

Antepartum cervical assessment identified those patients with twin pregnancies at 

especially high risk of preterm labor.

The use of human insulin was associated with decreased or absent antibody 
formation in pregnant diabetics and their newborns.

In a large collaborative study of very preterm newborns, maternal transport to a 
level III perinatal center resulted in a lower neonatal mortality risk. 


Human Parvovirus Infection in Pregnancy 733 


Infection with parvovirus during pregnancy was associated with nonimmune 
hydrops, fetal death, and possibly congenital anomalies. 


Oxytocin-Induced Labor Characteristics and Uterine Activity 
After Preinduction Cervical Priming With Prostaglandin E, 
Intracervical Gel 739 
Preinduction cervical ripening with intracervical PGE, gel resulted in a significant 
improvement in modified Bishop scores and shortened the active phase and 

second stage of labor. 
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The Validity of Fetal Heart Rate Monitoring During the Second 
Stage of Labor 


The diagnostic value of FHR patterns during the second stage of labor, and 
especially during the final period, was established by comparing categorized FHR 
tracings with classic biologic parameters. 

Ultrasound Effects on Fetal Auditory Brain Stem Responses 


Diagnostic ultrasound exposure caused reversible changes in the fetal auditory 
brain stem response in a chronic fetal lamb model. 


Intermittent Weekly Contraction Monitoring to Predict Preterm 
Labor in Low-Risk Women: A Blinded Study 


Weekly monitoring for contractions offers a major improvement over traditional 
screening to detect black inner city women destined to develop preterm labor. 


Hypoxanthine: A Marker for Asphyxia 


Elevated cord arterial and peripheral arterial hypoxanthine levels from newborns 
were associated with arterial base deficit, arterial acidemia, clinically defined 
asphyxia, and neonatal mortality. 


Incidental Adnexal Neoplasms at Cesarean Section 


A retrospective review of 17,902 cesarean sections revealed a 1:197 rate of 
incidental adnexal neoplasms found at the time of surgery. 


Histologic Correlates of Papillomavirus Infection of the Vagina 


Vaginal lesions that resemble condylomata clinically and histologically are not 
always associated with HPVs. 


Ovarian Cystectomy for Serous Borderline Tumors: A Follow-Up 
Study of 35 Cases 
A follow-up study of 35 cases demonstrated that cystectomy, if necessary to 


preserve fertility, is relatively safe for treatment of ovarian serous borderline 
tumors. 


Peritoneal Cytology of Ovarian Cancer Patients Receiving 
Intraperitoneal Therapy: Quantitation of Malignant Cells and 
Response 


The concentration of malignant cells in peritoneal fluid retrieved before 
intraperitoneal therapy for ovarian cancer correlated with surgically documented 
response. 


Gland Cell Carcinoma (Adenocarcinoma) of the Cervix 


In 203 patients with adenocarcinoma of the cervix, stage, grade, lymph node 
status, and interval from previous examination influenced survival, whereas 
subtype did not. 


Renal Metastases of Gestational Trophoblastic Disease: A 
Report of Eight Cases 


Patients with renal metastases of GTD have a poor prognosis, requiring aggressive 
initial combination chemotherapy and possibly nephrectomy. 


Clindamycin Versus Metronidazole in the Treatment of Bacterial 
Vaginosis 

Clindamycin appears to be a safe and effective alternative to metronidazole for 
treating women with bacterial vaginosis. 

Direct Fluorescent Antibody Testing for Endocervical 
Chlamydia trachomatis: Factors Affecting Accuracy 


Interpreter experience and swab order were found to be critical determinants of 
accuracy in direct fluorescent antibody tests for endocervical chlamydial infection. 
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Instruments & Methods 
Use of the Subcutaneous Terbutaline Pump for Long-Term 
Tocolysis 


A portable subcutaneous terbutaline pump was used successfully to treat recurrent 
preterm labor. 


Use of Atracurium Besylate to Arrest Fetal Activity During 
Intrauterine Intravascular Transfusions 


Atracurium besylate, 0.4 mg/kg, successfully inhibited fetal movement during 
intrauterine intravascular transfusion. 


Excision of Pelvic Endometriosis With the Carbon Dioxide Laser 
Laparoscope 


Carbon dioxide laser laparoscopic excision was safe and effective in removing 
endometriotic implants, nodules, and cysts.

Estrogen Replacement Therapy Symposium: Introduction 


The following reports present data concerning the benefits of estrogen replacement 
therapy to psychological and vasomotor symptoms, osteoporosis, and the 
cardiovascular system, and discuss the optimum use of this therapy. 


Estrogen Replacement Therapy 


Appropriate estrogen replacement therapy can reduce the risk of osteoporosis, 
cardiovascular disease, and urogenital and sexual complaints in menopausal 
women. 


The Menopausal Syndrome 


Estrogen replacement therapy is the treatment of choice for preventing or reversing 
atrophic changes of the genitourinary system and for relieving vasomotor 
symptoms. 


Prevention of Osteoporosis: Treatment of Estradiol Deficiency 


Estradiol-related bone loss may reduce skeletal mass by one-third to one-half; E2 
replacement therapy can safely and effectively prevent this loss. 


The Effects of Estradiol on Blood Lipids and Lipoproteins in 
Postmenopausal Women 


Plasma concentrations of HDL cholesterol increase and total and LDL cholesterol 
levels decrease with oral administration of estradiol. 


The Effects of Postmenopausal Estrogen Therapy on the 
Incidence of Arteriosclerotic Vascular Disease 


The cardiovascular benefits of estrogen replacement therapy are explained in part 
by estrogen’s reduction of LDL and increase of HDL cholesterol levels. 


Optimal Use of Postmenopausal Hormone Replacement 


Estrogen replacement therapy, when administered properly, can benefit most 
postmenopausal women.

A Randomized Trial of Intrapartum Versus Immediate 
Postpartum Treatment of Women With Intra-Amniotic Infection 


Intrapartum treatment of intra-amniotic infection gives a better outcome for both 
mother and infant than waiting until after delivery. 
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A Randomized Study of Antibiotic Therapy in Idiopathic 
Preterm Labor 


Administration of antibiotics to patients with idiopathic premature labor was 
associated with a reduced rate of preterm birth. 


Differing Fetal Growth Patterns in Pregnancies Complicated by 
Preterm Labor 
In pregnancies complicated by preterm labor, ultrasonic documentation of 


diminished fetal growth may identify the subgroup at increased risk for preterm 
delivery. 


Does the Onset of Spontaneous Labor at Term Influence Fetal 
Biophysical Test Parameters? 


The baseline FHR, acceleration frequency, and breathing and body movements of 
81 normal patients did not change within 72 hours of the onset of labor. 


Biophysical Profile Scoring in the Management of the Diabetic 
Pregnancy 
Fetal biophysical profile scoring allows conservative management of the 


well-controlled diabetic pregnancy, yielding significant clinical advantages to both 
mother and fetus. 


The Mechanism of Reduced Antithrombin III Activity in 
Women With Preeclampsia 

The decline in antithrombin III activity in women with preeclampsia correlated 
directly with platelet number and fibrin generation. 

Change in Plasma Cystyl Aminopeptidase (Oxytocinase) 
Between 30-34 Weeks’ Gestation As a Predictor of 
Pregnancy-Induced Hypertension 

Women who later developed pregnancy-induced hypertension had a lower 


increase of cystyl aminopeptidase between 30-34 weeks than those who did not, 
suggesting a possible predictive use of the enzyme. 


Epidemiologic Characteristics of Women With Uterine Fibroids: 
A Case-Control Study 
The risk of uterine fibroids is elevated in nulliparous women, in those with an 


earlier last birth, and in premenopausal women, and is apparently lower in current 
smokers. 


Immediate and Late Outcome of Vaginal Myomectomy for 
Prolapsed Pedunculated Submucous Myoma 


Vaginal myomectomy is recommended for the initial treatment of prolapsed 
pedunculated submucous myoma. 


Comparison of Copolymer Staple Versus Chromic Suture 
During Hysterectomy: Gross, Histologic, and Microbiologic 
Findings 

When compared with chromic suture, copolymer staples increased adhesion 


formation and did not reduce bacterial colonization of the vaginal cuff or the 
peritoneal cavity after abdominal hysterectomy in an animal model. 


The Value of Simultaneous Hysterectomy During Burch 
Colposuspension for Urinary Stress Incontinence 


Concomitant hysterectomy during Burch colposuspension had no effect on the 
short-term cure rate of urinary stress incontinence. 


Dynamic Urethral Pressure Profilometry Pressure Transmission 
Ratio Determinations After Continence Surgery: Understanding 
the Mechanism of Success, Failure, and Complications 
Continence procedures that result in pressure transmission ratios close to 100% 


have the greatest likelihood of curing stress incontinence without inducing 
complications. 
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Alterations in Lower Reproductive Tract Flora After Single-Dose 
Piperacillin and Triple-Dose Cefoxitin at Vaginal and 
Abdominal Hysterectomy 

When compared with triple-dose cefoxitin prophylaxis, single-dose piperacillin 
caused significantly fewer alterations in lower reproductive tract flora and in their 
susceptibility patterns. 

The Lambda Fetal Heart Rate Pattern: An Assessment of Its 
Significance in the Intrapartum Period 

The “lambda” pattern, an acceleration of the FHR followed immediately by a 


deceleration, was found not to correlate with adverse outcome or with other 
nonreassuring FHR patterns. 


Reliability of Intrapartum Fetal Heart Rate Monitoring in the 
Postterm Fetus With Meconium Passage 


In the postterm fetus with meconium passage, diminished variability alone without 
decelerations may indicate severe acidosis. 


Human Umbilical Artery Flow Velocity Waveforms Before and 
After Regional Anesthesia for Cesarean Section 


Lumbar epidural anesthesia for cesarean section did not change the umbilical 
artery waveform as assessed by duplex ultrasound. 


Umbilical Artery Flow Velocity Waveforms and Twin Pregnancy 
Outcome 


Doppler umbilical artery flow studies in twin pregnancies led to a reduction in late 
fetal deaths. 


Exencephaly—Clinical and Ultrasonic Correlation to 
Anencephaly 


Exencephaly is believed to be the embryologic precursor to anencephaly, with the 
same fatal clinical outcome. 


The Relationship of Obstetric Ultrasound to Parent and Infant 
Behavior 

Prenatal ultrasound diagnoses of “normal” or “impaired” showed no relationship 
to later parent and infant behaviors. 

Subsequent Pregnancies in Previously Infertile Women With 
Endometriosis 


The ability of previously infertile women with endometriosis to conceive after a 
successful pregnancy was found to be uniformly good. 

Vaginal Reconstruction in Gynecologic Oncology 

The care and outcome of patients undergoing split-thickness skin graft vaginal 
reconstruction after therapy for gynecologic malignancy is reviewed. 


The Prognosis and Treatment of Stage I Adenocarcinoma of the 
Cervix 

Survival in patients with stage I adenocarcinoma of the cervix was significantly 
influenced by grade, lymph node status, tumor penetration, and interval from 


previous examination, but not by the adenocarcinoma subtype, patient age, or size 
of tumor. 


Ovarian Carcinoma and Paraneoplastic Cerebellar Degeneration 
Paraneoplastic cerebellar degeneration associated with ovarian cancer is described, 
together with the significance of the anti-Purkinje cell antibody assay. 
Spontaneous and Pharmacologically Induced Remissions in 
Patients With Premature Ovarian Failure 


A subset of patients with ovarian failure have a significant chance of spontaneous 
remission, resumption of ovulation, and pregnancy. 
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An In Vitro Fertilization Program Using Satellite Physicians 


A program providing IVF service to a large geographic region, involving regional 
physicians, decreased expenditure of patient time and money.
